American Iron Production 
in 1889. 


The annual statistical report of the 
American Iron & Steel Association 
for the year 1889 has been given to 
the public this week, and its figures 
of last year’s iron and steel trade are 
very full and complete. Notwith- 
standing the extraordinary depression 
during the first half of 1889, the 
great activity that prevailed during 
the later months brought the total 
business for the year up to figures 
that show a gratifying advance over 
1888, although in several items of 
production the remarkable record of 
1887 was not reached. Pig iron con- 
tinued its steady advance, the pro- 
duction for 1889 reaching 8,516,079 
tons, as compared with 7,268,507 tons 
in 1888 and 7,187,206 in 1887. The 
production of Bessemer steel ingots 
in 1889 amounted to 3,281,829 tons, 
which represents a gain of 369,329 
tons over 1888, but still falls short of 
the production in 1887 by 6,528 tons. 
The Bessemer steel rails made in 
1889 amounted to 1,691,264 tons. 
To compare with this we have the 
figures of 1,552,631 tons in 1888 and 
2,354,132 tons in 1887. To perceive 
the significance of these figures it 
must be borne in mind that the con- 
struction of new railroad lines has 
shrunk from 12,872 miles in 1887 to 
6,801 miles in 1888 and about 5,200 
miles in 1889. 

A most interesting and significant 
feature of the elaborate statistics

“Humbly invoking the blessing of 
Almighty God, the people of the 
State of Texas do ordain and estab- 
lish this constitution.” 

Such is the preamble of the or- 
ganic act adopted by the constitu- 
tional convention convened at Austin, 
September 6, 1875, and ratified by 
the people of “The Lone Star State” 
February 15, 1876. This preamble 
is a complete refutation of the erro- 
neous idea, born of traditional preju- 
dice and ignorance, that Texas is a 
lawless State. 

There was a time when anarchy 
ruled in this fair commonwealth, 
whose immense but sparsely settled 
domain and whose peculiar political 
and geographical status made it a 
convenient refuge for defaulters and 
criminals, but that was half a century 
ago, when Texas was an independent 
republic, sandwiched between the 
United States and Mexico, and 
bravely striving to preserve her au- 
tonomy as against the encroachments 
of the two adjoining countries. And 
yet, during the very period when 
Texas received the bad name which, 
as a tradition, still clouds her fair 
fame, she did not deserve it, for the 
majority of her white citizens were 
Americans of equal purity of charac- 
ter with those of any State in the 
Union.

England Journalist.

WAYNESBORO, VA., May 9, 1890, 

In my letter of last week I incidentally 
referred to this city, which is worthy of far 
more extended notice, for it is to be the 
seat of many new industries, and it al. 
ready has quite a number that have been 
prosperous for years. Through the kind. 
ness of Thomas J. Harman, Esq, of the 
real estate firm of Bibb & Harm 
I have had opportunities to see the town 
and the surrounding country, and to obtain 
a very fair conception of what it is now 
and of what it probably will be in the nea 
future.

Taxation and finance are always inter-

another issue of $250,000 of similar bonds 
sold at a premium of 5% cents on the dol- 
lar.

THE SOUTH’S BOOM, 


And Sheffield’s Part In It. 





The following is from a report of an 
interview with Captain Alfred H. Moses, 
of Sheffield, Ala., published in a recent 
issue of the Mobile Register: 

“The development of the South during 
the past five years has been marvellous, 


but there is good reason for the belief that 


the result of the next five years will be 
still more wonderful. It was in 1880 
that the first pig iron furnace was 
built at Birmingham, The population of 


that town was then scarely 3,000, and its 
greatest advantage seemed at that time to 
be that it was situated at the crossing of 
two railroads, 

But, however great the material develop- 
ment of Alabama during the past five years, 
I look for vastly greater results during the 
coming five. The production of pig iron 
is now several years removed from the ex- 
perimental stage, and thousands of tons 
are being shipped fiom the furnaces of 
Alabama to the rolling mills and iron-man- 
ufacturing establishments of the East and 
West.

land cleaned up and enriched and well 
stocked with grass for nothing.—American 
Agriculturist.

In one of my papers on the Tredegar 
district, published in the days when I was 
a virtuous explorer and could look with 
calm indifference upon the excitements at- 
tendant upon industrial evolution, there 
was some mention of the manganese de- 
posits hereabouts. That mention, unim- 
portant as it was, appears to have excited 
interest in every part of the country where 
steel is made, and I have written reams of 
good linen letter-head paper in answer to 
questions on the subject. That was work 
I took little satisfaction in until very lately, 
because I was not at all satisfied that the 
deceiving little bird was present numerously 
enough to justify such a waste of postage. 
Meantime we were exploiting his Potsdamic 
habitat, and succeeded in finding him at 
home, when the bell rang to an extent which 
so far exceeded our expectations that we 
were all in an exalted state of hilarity for 
some time. We found that of our two large 
manganese deposits then discovered, one 
showed up 42 per cent. and the other 69 
per cent. of metallic manganese, We began 
to think of putting up a ferro-manganese 
plant, and I am inclined to think that these 
two beds will support one—however that is 
not quite certain yet and cannot be until 
we have gone farther into the mountain, 
Indications are of very massive deposits, 
and, if anything, the mineral grows richer 
as we leave the surface. We were well 
enough satisfied as it was, and yet we were 
not viciously sorry when, one day last week, 
our mining superintendent reported a prom. 
ising find of manganese about the hematite 
ore in our No, I mine near the city limits. 
A fresh force of men was organized and 
put at work on the “find.” A good deal of 
dead work was required to place the de- 
posit in proper form for thorough exploita- 
tion, but at this writing five days’ work has 
produced what may prove to be important 
results. We have now a solid face of man- 
ganese fifteen feet thick, with every pros- 
pect that the formation is to some extent 
persistent over a considerable area. 

I know that it will be urged by dozens of 
well-informed people that the chances are 
as an hundred even unto one that a great, 
massive deposit of manganese will not be 
found here or anywhere else in this portion 
of the South; and it is a scandalous fact 
that the best way to ascertain how much 
manganese one has is to take it out and 
weigh it by the Fairbank’s process. Never- 
theless I am inclined to think that I know 
a good many honored members of the In- 
stitute who would have hard work to con- 
ceal their astonishment if they could in- 
dulge with me in a couple of gazes at the 
manganese prospect at Tredegar Mine No. 
1. Certainly we may be doomed to disap- 
pointment, but the chances are the other 
way, and I should not be surprised to be 
| able to figure up enough of the mineral by 
the end of this week to justify us in start- 
ing a “ferro” plant immediately—and im- 
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mediately it is if the manganese be “present 
or accounted for.” 

It is a consideration calculated to bring 
tears to the eyes of a graven image, that 
this latest and biggest find of manganese 
should have occurred a day or so after one

An Ordinance to abate for ten years from 








the rst day of July, 1889, under certain 

conditions, the personal taxes on mechani- 

cal tools and implements used in manufac- 
turing within the limits of the city of 

Norfolk, Va: 

WHEREAS, the geographical situation of 
the City of Norfolk, its convenient and 
commodious harbor, the ample means of 
transportation tributary to it, the abundant 
supply of lumber, coal, iron, cotton and 
other materials easily accessible, and its 
other natural and acquired advantages, 
offer superior inducements to manu- 
facturing and other business enterprises, 
and whereas the city is desirous 
of fully developing and utilizing these 
advantages and, to that end, of encouraging 
the investment of capital in, and the es- 
tablishment of various manufacturing en- 
terprises within its limits or immediate 
vicinity, therefore, 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the Select and 
Common Councils that the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Councils be, and it is hereby 
authorized and directed upon the applica- 
tion of any individual, firm or corporation, 
actually engaged in the business of manu- 
facturing in the city of Norfolk, to abate 
any and all personal taxes which may be 
levied hereafter for any of the cor- 
porate uses thereof upon any 
ical tools or implements, whether worked 
by hand or by steam or 
tive power, or upon any machinery, manu- 
facturing apparatus or engines owned by 
such individual, firm or corporation, and 
actually employed and used in the business 
of manufacturing in said city; provided 
always, that such application for an abate- 


mechan- 


other mo- 


ment of taxes in any year shall be made 
before the annual levy is made by the Com- 
missioner of the Revenue, and provided 
also that every application for such abate- 
ment shall be verified to the satisfaction of 
said Finance Committee by the oath of the 
party applying for the same or other satis- 
factory evidence, and provided further that 
no abatement or exemption shall be made 
under this ordinance until a manufacturing 
enterprise or business, in which shall be 
actually invested a capital of not less than 
$25,000, and which is not at present estab- 
lished or carrying on business within the 
limits of the city of Norfolk, shall be es- 
tablished within such limits. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted and 
ordained that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to authorize any abate- 
ment of taxes levied upon property assess- 
able and taxable as real estate. 

Sec. 4. And be it further ordained that 
this abatement or exemption shall extend 
for the space of ten years from 1st of July, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-nine. 

Sec. 5. This ordinance shall be in force 
from its passage.

Advices from all important iron centers 
up to present writing show that a slight 
improvement has set in during the past 
week, both as to demand and prices, but it 
does not appear that the improvement is of 
such a character as to alarm the rank and 
file of buyers, and the indications are that 
the kand-to-mouth policy of buying will be 
continued for the present.
